SECRETARY METCULF MAKES 


REPORT ON 1MMJGRAT10H 


An Exhaustive and Masterly Exposition 


of the Various Phases of the 


Question. 


• • WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The report 
of Victor'H. Metcalf, Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor; was made pub- 
lic" today; .Relative, to immigration 
ana Chinese exclusion, Secretary Met- 
calf says In his report:' 


"During: the 
yea? ended June 30. 


1908, there applied for admission'at 
•ports'of'.the United States 1,178,785 
aliens,..12,482 of whom were refused 
admission, for causes which will ap- 
pear .in- detail. 
Of :those 
admitted, 


1,100,735 were new arrivals, and 65,- 
618 returned to this country after a 
temporary. absence or were reported 
as aliens in transit, or tourists. This 
total of 1,178,785 represents, an excess 
over the arrivals for the next preced- 
ing year pf 152,286. 


"It Is Interesting to note the sources 


from 
which this large Immigration 


comes. 
It -has followed somewhat 


-along the lines of' increase during re- 
cent years, which has been derived 
principally from southern and eastern 
Europe. 
To the total of 
1,100,735 


aliens admitted to the United States 
during the past fiscal year three coun- 
tries have contributed; approximately, 
69 per cent. 
Thus, Russia furnished 


215,686; Austria-Hungary 265,138,'and 
Italy (including Sicily and Sardinia) 
273,120. 
Those 
composing the re- 


maining 31 per cent were distributed 
among 
the 
various . other 
foreign 


countries, ranging from 49,491 from 
England 
to 
51 from 
the 
Pacific 
Islands. 


"Notwithstanding the large num- 


bers from Italy and Russia shown'last 
year, the increase from; these two 
countries for the year under consid- 
eration 
was 
51-.641 and 30,768 're- 


spectively.. On the other hand, those 
countries whose people are more near- 
ly allied In race and social standards 
to the people of the .United States 
have 
furnished 
fewer 
immigrants. 


Thus during the year 1905, as com- 
pared with the next preceding year, 
the number ot aliens applying for ad- 
mission from Ireland decreased 17,- 
.950; 
England. 15,218; Sweden, 3,281; 


Germany, 3,010; Denmark, 1,229, and 
Scotland, 1,111. 


"There wore excluded from admis- 


sion during the year a total of 12,432 
aliens. 
The principal grounds of ex- 


clusion and the numbers, respectively, 
were: Paupers, 7,069,> contract labor- 
ers 2,314, diseased aliens 2,273, insane 
persons and Idiots 231, convicts 205, 
and the remaining 340, Including 122 
Chinese, 
were rejected 
for 
minor 


causes. The significant feature of this 
statement Is that, notwithstanding the 
penal provisions of the law in regard 
to bringing diseased aliens to ports of 
tho United States, and the responsi- 
bility for the return of all inadmissi- 
ble aliens, the steamship 
companies 


engaged In this business have brought 
a large number.of thoso who manifest- 
ly • could no|pbe permitted to land. 
The natural conclusion as suggested by 
the 
Commlss'loner-General of Immi- 


gration Is that more severe penalties 
should be imposed, or that a medical 
nspeetlon should foe made at-the for- 
eign ports of embarkation.' 
It Is not 


inconsistent with a'measure of good 
faith on the part of such carriers that 


the enormous 
number 
ot those 


seeking transportation 'to., the United 
States sqrne, who aVe obviously of the 


xfcluded -c-lasses,- should 
succeed In 


escaping observation. 
Tho more effi- 


cacious means of preventing violations 
of the law, especially with reference 
:o the diseased classes, would be the 
ocatlon ot medical officers at-foreign 
ports for the purpose of making ex- 
amination In advance of the purchase 
by aliens of their transportation as 
ecommended a year ago. 


"For the above reasons, as well as 


for those stated In my last annual re- 
port, I again des,lre to urge upon Con- 
n-ess the importance of making pro- 
islon for an inspection both by phy- 


sicians and immigrant Inspectors at 
foreign ports of .embarkation. 
Such 


i measure cannot fall to accomplish 
mportant results In the way of pre- 
senting the embarkation of Inadmis- 
sible aliens, as well as in avoiding the 
distressing Incidents connected with 
he deportation of members: .of fam- 
ll'es who have expended, their means 
.0- reach-this country. 
. "In addition to the number exclud- 
ed from admission, there have been 
arrested and expelled from the United 
States :676 aliens who 
were shown, 


after a hearing in accordance with the 
principle of due 
process of law, to 


lave unlawfully trained admission dur- 
ng previous years. 


"As- stated in my last annual report, 


.he enormous Immigration of the past 
vein- suggests ,the : advlsalilllty . of 
adopting more adequate means of re- 
stricting the number In order to les- 
sen the risk Involved by such large 


nd growing 
additions to our 
alien 


population. Among the suggestions of 
suitable means to accomplish1 this pur- 
pose the one mentioned a year ago 
appears to be the. most effective. 
It 


was then stated that if the number of 
alien* brought on any vessel is so Uni- 
ted as to bear a flxt ratio to the ton- 
nage oC each vessel, by making the 
•atio sufficiently, large, not only will 
here be ah actual diminution In the 
otal of arrivals, but many of the in- 
idents of suffering and discomfort at- 
endant upon steerage travel can'be 
obviated. 
'There are other recommendations 


made In ftie 'annual report of the 
Commissioner-General of Immigration 
iased upon experience during the past 
year, as well as during prior years, to 
which attention is invited. 


CHINESE EXCLUSION. 


A marked Improvement as compared 


with the conditions existing in. previous 
/ears has been apparent aa the result ol 
efforts made to exclude laborers, from 


dmlsBion to the Unite* States. This is 
tue to the steps taken to secure such 
n effective vise of the certificates of the 
jembers of the exempt classes as would 
irevent' laborers 
from 
Impersonating 


hose who are entitled under the laws 
nd treaties to admission. 
"With respect -to the classes of appli- 
arits, It appears that there has been a 
arge Increase in those claiming to be 
ativen of the United States and of 
rofessed minor: children, of -domiciled 
erchar.ts. while a considerable reduc- 
dn has been noted In the 'number of 
eturhlng laborers and merchant*. The 


total number of the exempt classes who 
rought admission is lesij than one-half 
tho number of such classes who applied 
for the same privilege during; {he year 
19CS. 
'. -. 
. . ' 
"Chinese of the exempt classes Beck- 


ing, admission for the first time num- 
bered 328, a large proportion of whom 
(135) were officials. Of thu total num- 
ber mentioned, nineteen were deported, 
not In i every instance, however, because 
fraud was shown, but owing to the fact 
that' In a number of cases the applicants, 
under section two of the immigration 
act approved March 8, 1903, were found 
to be afflicted with a dangerous con- 
tagious disease. As to domiciled merch- 
ants, 145 were admitted after making; 
temporary visits '-. abroad, and 
fourteen 
were rejected because it was found upon 
Investigation that they were laborers en- 
deavoring to pose as merchant* .formerly 
resident in this country. 
Favorabl» ac- 


tion was taken upon alt but eighteen of 
the 450 cases* of laborers returning; to 
resume residence in this country; and 911 
persons of the Chinese race were per- 
mitted' to. enter on ,th« claim that they 
were American citizens by birth. 
The 
total number of Chinese admitted at the 
ports during the past year was 27.12, 
and the total number debarred was 205. 
Of those admitted 1985 were residents 
returning to the ULlted States and 747 
were new arrivals. Of the number de- 
ported 149 claimed to be residents and 
fifty-six were new arrivals, 
"During the year 503 arrests were 
made, consisting principally of Cb(n< 
who 
had 
surreptitiously croased,. the 
Mexican or Canadian borders, very.fewr 
having been arrested In the Interior^ of 
the United States upon the charge 
unlawful entry. 


"A number of recommendations' tiav* 
been made by the Commissioner-General 
for the purpose of securing a more 
efficient administration of the Chinese 
exclusion laws, and removing, as far as 
practicable, such hardships as rave oc- 
casioned complaint both on the part of 
the Chinese and of those who are inter- 
ested In extending to Chinese alien 
every consideration not Inconsistent with 
the lixed policy of excluding the laboring 
classes 
from 
this 
country. 
Among; 
these recommendations it Is urged that 
Congress remove all restrictions upon 
the return of registered laborers, except 
the Identification, of such laborers at the 
time of their application for readmlssion. 
The reasons In detail for tills recom- 
mendation were stated in my last annual 
report, end have lost none Of their force 
in the time that has since elapsed. 
"1 repeat my recommendation of-last 
year that Inspection officers should be 
stationed In China to conduct the in- 
vestigations .there rather than at ports 
of,arrival In this country, and that the 
consular officers of the United States, 
in those countries In which the Empire 
of China has failed to authorize repre- 
sentatives to Issue section six certifi- 
cates, should perform such duty,"

The President Makes Good Points. 


The Stockton Mail says the feeling aroused by what the Presi- 


dent had to say regarding the Japanese question has obscured ^th.e 
many good points of the message. That is true. The message' is a 
meaty one. It shows that the President has relaxed none of his 
determination to make the trusts obey the law. His reference to the 
.necessity for a uniform divorce law also shows that he has given 
thoughtful study to a question of vital import to the 
American 


people. Nobody can read the message through without being im- 
pressed with the fact that the President is devoted to the cause of 
good government, clean morals and fair play. He ia wrong on the 
Japanese proposition, but he is righfron so many other things that an 
indulgent view must be taken of his.mistake. However, it is best 
that he'should be made acquainted at once with the temper and 
attitude of the Pacific States in regard to a matter that touches them 
more nearly than it does the people of any other section and which 
they look upon as involving their self-preservation as a Caucasian 
community. A square understanding at the start will conduce to 
mutual respect, and will, moreover, assist in bringing about a satis- 
factory entente. 


Apparently the people of Berkeley take a very unreasonable view 


of the,Oakland Traction Company's application for new franchises. 
They seem to think the company should consult the convenience of 
the public whose favors it seeks. This is a grave mistake. The 
Traction Company has no interest in the public, it never takes any 
account of the public till it desires franchises or other favors which 
can be turned to the profit of the company's promoters. The people 
of Berkeley are mistaken in thinking the Traction people are partial 
to Oakland. They are not partial to anybody but to themselves, and 
they only give a good service where their special interests render it 
advisable. For the rest, they take all they can get and give as little 
as possible in return. An example of this is afforded by their con- 
temptuous refusal to pave and keep in repair the streets between 
and alongside their tracks, as they are obliged to do by the terms 
of their franchise 
Our Berkeley friends are not the only ones who 


get kicked in the face, only they are more disposed to raise a row 
about it.

If the negroes would take no notice of Tillman but 
let him shoot his bazoo unmolested, people would soon grow very 
tired of it. By trj ing to stop him from talking they only swell his 
audiences. 


In a burst of flatulent boasting the Los Angeles Herald says 


Los Angeles is the largest city and the commercial metropolis of 
the Pacific Coast. 
During the year ending June 30, 1906, the 


customs district of San Francisco exported goods to the value of 
$39,915,269, while Los Angeles exported goods to the 
value of 


$12,581. 
During the same period the imports of San Francisco 


totaled $44,433 271, as against $827,059 for Los Angeles. 
These 


figures show the emptiness of the claim that Los Angeles is a 
metropolis.

The statement that, neither race nor religion cuts a figure in 


eligibility for membership in the ''frat" societies is absurdly untrue 
Wealth and social prominence are, of couise, the leading requisites, 
but'race and religious prejudice is often a deciding factor. Mr. 
Pond, who was a "frat" at High School and also at college, under- 


; stands this very well. His experience, both as a student and a 
\ teacher, ghes him a knowledge of the subject that none can gainsay 
, The author of the communication does not gainsay it, but he a"t- 


i, tempt> to contro\ert Mr. 
Pond's conclusion by 
assailing 
his 


" veracit\ and sincerity. Which Oiih goes to show that while oui 


^ joung correspondent is improving his English he can profitably take

Auditor Breed's Retirement. 
/ 


Finding the pressure of his private business so great that he 


cannot attend to it properly and give the necessary attention to the 
duties of his office, Arthur H. Breed has announced that he will not 
again be a candidate for Cjty Auditor. Thus actuated by' a sense 
of public duty, he retires gracefully from the political field in time 
to give the electors ample time to look around and settle upon the 
right man to Succeed him in the responsible office he has filled so 
creditably. Mr. Breed has made'a good official. His course has met 
with public approval, and he will retire from office with the con- 
fidence, esteem 'and good will.of_his fellow-citizens. 


Mr. Breed's successor should be 4 man of probity, experenced 


in public affairs, who will keep a watchful eye on the city's interests. 
Among the names of several good men suggested for the Auditor's 
office appears that of Edwin Meese, Councilman-at-Large. With- 
out prejudice to others, it can be truthfully stated that Mr. Meese 
is a man entirely worthy of public confidence. He is square and 
•fair,*and has served the city faithfully in the Council. As chairman 
of the Finance Committee Mr. Meese has endeavored to promote 
economy and1 confine municipal expenditures within their 
proper 


limit, At the same time, he has manifested a progressive spirit. He 
is in sympathy with the plans for improving the city that the Coun- 
cil now has under consideration. 
He is thoroughly informed in re- 


gard to the financial affairs of the 
municipality, and is 
fully 


conversant with the needs of the public service. 


Should Mr. Meese be elected Auditor, the voters, can rest as- 


sured that he will fill the office honestly and capably. His character 
and past public services will doubtless commend him to the favorable 
attention of the Republican municipal convention. 


As soon as he reached home President Wheeler issued a formal 


statement denying that he advised the President to incorporate in 
his message that remarkable chapter respecting the Japanese and 
the public schools of California. Why did Dr. Wheeler deem it 
necessary to deny responsibility for an off icial utterance of the Presi- 
dent of the United States' Nobody had accused him in this con- 
nection. He is not Theodore Roosevelt's keeper. Why, then, did 
he rush forward with a disclaimer exculpating himself? Either he 
has done something for which he would like to evade responsibility 
or is doing a gratuitous serf-advertising stunt. 


A Good Ride Established. 


The City Council did wisely in incorporating in the franchise 


granted the Southern Pacific for a belt line along the harbor front 
a provision allowing the cars of all railroads to be run upon the 
line without discrimination. The franchise of the Union Belt Line 
contains a similar provision. Thus the cats of every railroad enter- 
ing Oakland or will hereafter enter it are given egress and ingress 
to the harbor front. This is of vital importance to the city's com- 
mercial future, and will be more highly appreciated hereafter than 
at present. 


Moreover, the Council has laid clown a rule that should never 


be de\iated fiom in the future 
-Every franchise granted by the 


city for a belt* line or spur track along the water front should re- 
quire such tracks to be open to the use of all cars. No railroad 
should be gh en an exclusive franchise for spur or belt lines within 
the city limits—that is, no transportation corporation should be 
permitted to bottle up any section of the water front for the pur- 
pose of maintaining a monopoly. The lequirement laid upon the 
Southern Pacific and the Union Belt Line should be laid upon all 
other railroads 
It is a requirement dictated by sound public policy 


and the spirit of fair play. 


The Santa Fe, the Western Pacific, the Key Route and all 


other railroads should be denied the exclusive privilege withheld 
from the Southern Pacific and the Union Belt Line. No line used 
exclusively for the collection and distribution of freight within the 
city limits should be chartered unless the cars of all railroads can 
be run over the track. 
All such 
lines should be used 
as 


a public convenience and not as a bar to the approach of the 
water front.

COLLEGE AND PREPARATCJRY 
About the year 1860, Isaac H. Bray- 


on started the preparatory department 


the site adjoining the college bulld- 


ng. 
The beautiful grounds on which 


here buildings stood were covered by 
dense growth of magnificent oak trees 


and looked like a large 
park. 
Mr. 


Jrayton opened with one small bulld- 
ng and lie and the late Fred M. Camp- 
ell of this city as assistant, comprised 
he faculty. 
Henry Durant and 
Martin Kellogs 


vere the first professors in this old 
building. *It was then known as the 
•College of California" and the Bray- 
on school vf&:i distinguished as "Tlie 
Oakland College School." - - 
Here many of the most prominent 


nen in this state received their early 
iducation and it seems that something 
could be done to save the old building 
and move It to the University grounds 
as a relic to show from what a small 
teglnning such a great Institution grew. 


EXTANT AND DESTROYED. 


From 1860 to 1869 the Oakland Col- 


ege School prospered and one building 
after another was added to accommo- 
date the pupils who 
attended from 


every part of the state. The old Ra- 
nona hotel site on the corner of Thir- 
teenth and Harrison street* was the 
original building used as a school room 
and residence of Mr. Brayton and fam- 
ly. The Saint Paul church on Alice 
street, and thn Deltz Opera House at 
Twelfth and Webster streets, were also 
buildings of tin; old school. There were 
several buildings that have long since 
jeen destroyed. 


About 186», the College of California 


was merged Into the State University 
under the control of the state. The 
old building was sold and moved to 
its present el to where It has remained 
ever since anil has been used for all 
kinds of purposes, and Is now a livery 
stable. 


THINGS OF THE PAST. 


About the time the 'college wai 


moved to Berkeley, Mr. Brayton died 
and the College school was disbanded, 
the grounds wire subdivided, the build- 
ings sold to different owners nad 
md%-ed away. The beautiful oak trees 
were cut down, streets were extended 
through the grounds. 
The Oakland 


graveyard, which, at that time, was 
located back of the school grounds 
and extended from about Fifteenth to 
Twentieth street and from Franklin to 
Alice street, now covered with beauti- 
ful Lakeside nwidences, was obliterated 
and streets were cut through it. The 
Aough, which then came up Twentieth 
street to the west of where the con- 
vent now stands, was filled up and •. 
street was substltuttd, and thus th« 
College of California and the Oakland 
College school were things of the past. 
There are hundreds of the old boy» 


all over the state that I know would b« 
only too glad to help raove this historic 
old building to the State University 
grounds and preserve It for future gen- 
eratlons.

IN THE 
NORTH. 


In some of the northern sections of 
the city one may see from fifty to 100 
hom^s In course of construction, and 'a 
number of wagons, on any day of the 
week, delivering- material for the raising 
of more new homes for the newcomers 
in our midst. 
In the eastern part of the city, and 
even in the northeastern part as far 
north as Upper Frultvalfi, tracts con- 
taining hundreds of lots have been sold 
wtlhin a remarkably short space of time, 
and steps are being taken for the pur- 
pose of putting still more tracts on the 
market.

The majority of these people have come 
to reside here within a few months and 
are delighted wtih the climate, the sur- 
roundings and the opportunity -which Is 
afforded them of making a home and of 
educating and rearing their children in 
a modern civilized iranner. 


WORK 
DAY 
AND 
NIGHT. 


There is another feature of this center 
of industry, and that Is that those fac- 
tories have all the work which it is pos- 
sible- for them to do. They have orders 
many months ahead, and the only diffi- 
culty-which they have to contend with 
la the scarcity of labor. The, employers 
are unable to get all the men whom they 


are willing to put to work. For the pur- 
i pose of trying to give satisfaction to 
their patrons they are compelled to run 
their works not only at night, but also 
on Sunday. 
For the night work they 
pay their hands at a ratn-and-ahalf and 
for the Sunday work they pay double 
time, and still they are waiting to get a 
larger Quota of skilled help. 


Still further to the west there !s an 
almost unbroken line of other industries, 


including 
drain 
pipe manufactories, 


planing mills, foundries, pattern shops, 
lumber yards and warehouses, the num- 
bor of which will amaze the resident who 
has not paid a. visit to that section for a. 
few months jjast. 


All this indicates that this city is 
growing In a manner which Is equalled 
by no. other city on the coast, and the 
growth is of such encouraging character 
that there need be no fear of the future.

cisions In state courts, inc-iudlng Mas- 
sachusetts, New York, Uhio, Indiana,

state'legislation providing for separate 
schools tor whites and negroes was 
constitutional and entirely within tl-.e 
province- of state action. The conten- 
tion ag-alnst such legislation was that 
it was in violation of the fourteenth 
| (amendment, -especially ;he clause that 


no state -snail "dens' to any person 
within its jurisdiction'the equal pro- 
tection of the laws." 


The clause of the fourteenth amend- 
ment which says that "no state shall 
abridge the privileges or Immunities 
of citizens of the United States" can- 
" ' not be evoked. It is not a privilege of 


Federal citizenship, and not being a 
Federal right, cannot, as 'such, -come 
under the protection of the amendment. 
The question turns upon the word 
"equal." And it has been decided again, 
and again that."equal" does not mean 
"Identical." 
It does not mean that 


white and colored persons must be 
taught In the same schools. 


The Supreme Court .of the United 
St?.tes .in the analagous question of 
state statute requiring white and col- 
ored persons to ride .in separate rail- 
road cars, where equal accomodation 
is provided, has upheld state legisla- 
tion. 
This was decided in the case of 
Plessy vs. Ferguson (163 U. S. 637). 
Mr. Justice Harlan alone dissenting. 
Arid the same • court. In" the' case of 
Gumming vs. the Board of Kducation 
(175 U. S. 628), Mr. Justice Harlan 
writing the opinion and no Justice dis- 
senting, has held that a decision by a 
state court refusing an 
Injunction 
against the maintenance of a high 
school for white children, while tem- 
porarily failing to maintain one for 
colored children also, for the reason 
that ;the funds were not sufficient to 
maintain such.colored high school in 
addition to needed primary schools for 
colored children, was not a denial to 
colored persons of the equal protection 
of the1 la,ws, or of any of the privileges 
belonging to them as citizens of the 
United States. 
Mr. Justice Harlan 


further says: "We may add that while 
all admit that the benefits and burdens 
of public taxation must be shared by 
citizens wlthout'discriminatlon against

Both'treaties and Federal laws can be 
enacted only In pursuance of the con- 
stitution.' The constitution says that 
laws.'made in pursuance of the consti- 
tution ' and treaties made under the 
authority of the-United States, which 
authority Is only derived from the con- 
stitution, are "the supreme law of the 
land—that is to say, only such laws 
and treaties as are made Under the 
authority" of the constitution are to the 
states." 


If the fourteenth amendment does' 
not authorize Congress to legislate over 
schools and'other matters reserved to 
the states, no more does It authorise 
the treaty-miking power to do so. 
Hence, If California It legally right in 
providing separate schools for different 
races', as uniform Judlcjl authority rays 
It Is, then this legal right cannot be 
taleen. from It. either by opening the 
doors of naturalization or by treaty

MEN MAY SUCCEED THE 


WOMEN IN THE KITCHEH 


A Correspondent Tells of the 
Difficulties 


of Keeping the Women 


Servants. 


BY MARGARET E. SANGSTER. 
The only women ,in America who 


are altogether Independent and 
who 


survey the domestic problem with in- 
dlffrence are the women who do their 
own work. Manlfeiily, with the num- 
ber of affairs that crawl '•n the tmv 
and tax the strc-n?lh of the house 
mistress she must be a woman of ex- 
traordinary vigor of boiy ami system 
cf management who can successfully 
do this. 


In our country 
very 
lew people 


maintain a larg-e establishment. Of 
course, there are wea'lhy persons who 
are able to keen ami pny a staff of 
trained workers Indoors and out, anil 
while they have their own peculiar 
trials the domestic problem does n.-.t 
touch them so closely as it must ihe 
majority. 


A woman of my ncqunlntanc3 is nov- 


vr able to carry on her splendid es- 
tablishment without at least fsn serv- 
ants. 
Several years ago in making 


arrangements to rent a country house 
for the summer, she found it very dif- 
ficult to obtain a mansion at once com 
modious for the family and its re- 
tainers. One landlord facetiously wrote 
that unless the servants could sloep 
on the roof he did not know where his 
correspondent could secure accommo- 
dations for them in his neighborhood. 


An Invalid of large wealth adver- 


tised for a housekeeper accustomed to 
the ordering of a great household. She 
was presently confronted with the fact 
that while many women unl^rstood 
how to direct the movements of two 
or three servants, not on; in a dozen 
of her applicants had the faintest Idea 
what to do when the question was of 
controlling what seemed to them an 
army corps. 


Mrs. Russell Sage, whose gentle dig- 


nity and serene philosophy r.ave been 
conspicuous for many years. Is one of 
those American matrons to whom the 
servant question has never presented 
aspects of difficulty. 
She his known 


how to attach to herself and retain for 
successive years the people shp has 
employed. This has not been because 
she has felt timid or embarrassed in 
the presence of delinquent servants. 
She has never accepted slovenly serv- 
ice and has found fault when it was 
necessary, but nevertheless her perfect 
housekeeping1 has been carried for- 
ward without a hitch, both in town 
and country, and coachman and cook 
have alike stayed with her and respect- 
ed her authority. 


Several reasons combine to render 


the domestic problem a troublesome 
one at this period. It Is not too much 
to say that three-fourths of our cul- 
tured American women have very lit- 
tle practical knowledge of housework 
Unless a woman knows how to per- 
form the duties she requires of sub- 
ordinates or at 
least 
comprehends 


enough of their nature to be Just and 
fair in her dealings, she will be so fear- 
ful of giving them too much to do that 
she will allow her work to be slighted 
and will spoil her servants by over- 
indulgence. 


A good step in the right direction 


if evident in the manual training that 
now forms part of every-day educa- 
tion for girls In the public schools. 
If. for example, wcrmen knew by ac- 
tual contact how much is takan out 
of vitality by. the laundering of the 
dainty and elaborate white frocks and 
petticoats that have been so fashion- 
able of late, they would limit the num- 
ber of those articles In the weekly 
wash. 
" 


No woman who 
has washei and 


Ironed a tucked, frilled and deeply 
embroidered gown, giving to It the pa- 
tience, time and skill requlre-5, will 
expect that another woman can wash 
and 
Iron 
three or four such, cos- 


tumes In a single day. 


On the other hand, a woman who 


has no actual experience of housework 
exaggerates Its detail* and look* up- 
on quite ordinary affairs of routine as 
If they were hardships. Servant!'Who 
have been a few months with h«r de- 
generate under her lax hand and. In 
going t« another home, advertise her 
Incompetence. 


Setting aclde tbti phaie, the pres- 


ent situation IB complicated by condi- 
tion* In the business world. Factories 
abound and they offer opportunities 
to the class who once found employ- 
ment In American kitchens. Regarded 
from the standpoint of respectability, 
and this consideration I* important In 
the ere* of working women, the kitch- 
en certainly feoM* it* own In compart-1 
son with, the factory. 


Tet, most young girls prefer to be, 


factory operatives rather than domes- 
tic servants. The 
word servant Is 


odiotu In the ear* of thousand* of 
young women. To them It Is a badge' 
of akame. They would latnltaly ore- 
fer harder work and longer boon 


hours and faster work with it. 
a few yea) s ago, intelligence office* 
-.vere thronged by Irish and German 
girls who vere tolerably efficient and 
v.'ho could receive orders and carrjr 
them out, the material now resMy for 
the 
housekeeper's 
manipulation ..,<*-" 


crude and i-a\\ in the oxtreme.-Vpoles, 
Russians, Hungarians, Syrians,., most 
of them unible to speak English, are 
the applicants, and evea,Uhey ask mu- 
nificent waxes while ingenuously con- 
fessing that they know nothing 
of 


work, althoi.gh they profess to be «111- 
ing to lean . As soon as taught they 
depart to seek another place and high- 
er wages. 
"Wages is rlz," they ear 


with a childlike and bland expression. 
smiling into the faces of their da- 
spalring employers. 


It really begins to look as if the

v,culd soon be the Introduction of men 
fnto the kitchen in place of women. 
The latter fire so crowding every ave- 
nue of business, so filling nichei 1« 
shops and berths in mills and factorle*. 
that men are forced out of places that 
used to be theirs. 
A quick-witted 


Frenchman, a soft-voiced negro, a deft- 
handed Jai.anese, 
a 
thorough and 


careful Chinese, each in his own de- 
gree proves a wonderful comfort to a 
storm-tossed housekeeper, weary and 
worn •with her battle and desperate 
because she can find no woman willing 
to stay witn her and contentedly as- 
sume the duties of maid-of-all-work. 


As a rule, a man goes home at night 


and returns in the 
morning. 
Thl» 


does away with one source of anxiety 
and confusion, the evening at home or 
abroad which forms a ttieme of endlera 
discussion between mistress and maid. 
The newer practice leaves the maid 
free to pans 
her 
evening 
as *h« 


chooses, but old-fashioned housekeep- 
ers cling Etubbornly to the allotted 
evening out and foolishly forget that 
the maid In the kitchen has the tune 
social needs that the daughter of the 
house has, that she longs to meet and 
talk with her own people, and that 
work should end at an appointed hour. 
A man has a way of cutting this Gor- 
dlan knot. He gets his 'work done and 
he goes to his own home as any other 
laborer would «t the end of his day. 


Yet, then* are clouds even on this 


horizon. The Japanese man servant, 
who is almost Ideal in quickness and 
capacity, 
Is 
restless 
and 
always 


anxious to move on. One never feeli 
sure that h^r perfect servant will not 
politely give warning at a most Incon- 
\cnlent hour. The Chinese are subtle 
and do not form friendly attachment* 
v. Ith ease. The negroes have spasm* 
of indolence and are also supposed t» 
be light-fingered, although there are 
many shining exceptions. 


The day of ease In the domestic 


relations of American 
housekeeper* 


has not yet arrived. Could we return 
to the simp icity of our grandmother*, 
and establishing really friendly rela- 
tions, train girls from childhood up t» 
be perfect assistants 
in 
the home, 


there would be greater permanence 
and pleasure along this line than there 
Is *t present

We think it is suitable for 
drylands, as Durum wheat is, so that 
the farmers who raise this wheat need 
not summer fallow — that is, plow for
